HELPED TO MAKE LOT OF 
AMERICAN PRISONERS BETTER 
Paris, Dec. 12.—-The condition of 
American war prisoners in German 
prison camps was to 
some 
extent 
ameliorated by the work of Conrad 
Hoffman an American Y. M. C. A. j 
worker who was permitted to remain 
in Berlin after most other Americans 
either had left or had been interned. 
Hoffman convinced 
the Germaif 
government that the more he was al­ 
lowed do for the American prisoners 
in Germany the better would fare 
German prisoners in American hands 
He was allowed to employ neutrals 
as his assistants on his promise that 
members ..f his organization would 
not act as spies or propagandists, but 
solely to improve the physical and 
mental welfare of the prisoners. 
Largely through Hoffman’s efforts 
it is now stated, prisoner’s help com­ 
mittees were organized in all prison 
camps in Germany containing Ameri­ 
cans and their needs were communi­ 
cated to Mr. Hoffman who forwarded 
them to A. C. Harte, international Y. 
M. C. A. secretary in Berne, Switzer­ 
land. 
Both the Red Cross and the Y. M. 
C. A. co-operated in supplying the 
prisoners with food, clothing, money 
and 
other 
necessaries 
.operating 
through that channel. Many letters 
have been received at Y. M. C A 
headquarters in Paris from the Am­ 
erican prisoners of war in Germany 
testifying to the receipt of this aid.

time America entered the war until 
the day the armistice was signed. 
Of the approximate two hundred 
cases, about seventy were failures to 


! register, about thirty-five cases of 
failure to perform duties required 
by selective service laws and about 
thirty-five were cases involving the 
selling or liquor to men in uniform. 
The remainder were minor infrac­ 
tions of the espionage act, violations 
of rules prohibiting vice in the vi­ 
cinity of training camps, violations 
of food administration regulations 
and the improper wearing of the Unit 
ed States army uniform. According to 
District Attorney Fain, about twenty 
of the men involved in these case* 
were sent to the federal penitentiary! 
at Leavenworth, Kansas.

Sunday Schools Give to Relief. 
Eighty thousand American Sunday 
schools, with a total enrollment of 
fifteen million, plan to raise two mil­ 
lion dollars this Christmas for the 
starving Armenians and Syrians in 
the near east. 
Many schools will 
give up their Christmas treat for the 
sake of the destitute children in Bible 
Lands, now released from bondage 
to the Turk. Other schools plan on 
taking their offering on the Armen­ 
ian Christmas day, which is January 
19. 
Live on Grass. 
Last winter thousands of Armen­ 
ian widows and orphans in Turkey 
subsisted on grass, and in Teheran, 
Persia, people are grazing in the 
fields like cattle, say reports from 
relief workers in the Near East.

The condition of cotton is 32 per 
cent.

condition of cotton on same date last 
year was 79 per cent. 
Cotton 
has 
been damaged the heaviest during 
the past month of any of the grow­ 
ing crops. Cotton picking is well un­ 
der way in the Southern part of the 
state. 
The condition of kafir is 34 per 
cent, milo 35 per cent, sorghum 35 
per cent and alfalfa 41 per cent. Con­ 
dition of same crops last month was 
as follows: Kafir 67 pe rcent, milo 
66 per cent, sorghum 68 per cent and 
alfalfa 60 per cent. 
Revised * figures on the yield per 
acre of wheat for the State show an 
average yield of 11.15 bushels per 
acre for the total, area sown in the 
fall of 1917. Our final estimate on 
the total production for the state is 
3J,300,600 bushels. Of this amount 
the farmer still has on hand 37 per 
cent. Last year the total production 
amounted to 29.Z56.000 bushels. The 
average yield per acre being 
10.3 
bushels. 
Revised figures show an average 
yield per acre for oats of 2$ bush­ 
els. Our final estimate of the total 
production is 27.040,000 bushels, of 
this amount 62 per cent is still in 
the hands of the farmer. Total pro­ 
duction

25,854,000 
bushels. Average yield per acre last 
year was 27 bushels. 
Condition of the soil as regards 
moisture is 22 per cent Oklahoma 
has experienced one of the longest 
drouths in the history of the state.
